CLEAN SWEEP FOR THE LAW 
From May 1 to May 11, the federal department 
of investig ation made a clean sweep of the ma­ 
jor public enemies wanted by that org anization. 
Alvan Karpis, so-termed public enemy number 
one, and co-leader of the notorious Barker - 
Karpis g ang , was captured in New Orleans on 
May 1. He was wanted for the kidnaping of two 
St. Paul business men, and was noted as a vi­ 
cious killer. A member of the same g ang , Harry 
Campbell, was taken in Toledo on May 7 . The 
same day, William H. Mahan, kidnaper of Georg e 
Hunt Wey erhaeuser, was nabbed in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The climax of the sensational eleven-day 
round-up of criminals came with the apprehen­ 
sion of the elusive Thomas H. Robinson, kid­ 
napper of Mrs. Alice Speed Stoll, who was taken 
into custody at Glendale, California. 
All four were captured without a sing le shot 
being fired, which fact is noteworthy in the face 
of recent criticism of g overnment men for shoot­ 
ing down their quarry . The trio, Karpis, Camp­ 
bell and Mahan were noted as the most dang er­ 
ous trio at larg e. 
Such commendable work on the part of the 
G-men should command the public aclaim that 
is due. Only such relentless hunting down of dan­ 
g erous criminals will rid our society of the men­ 
ace that they constitute and discourag e further 
activity of the kind for which these men were 
noted. 
Speedy and efficient justice should be reflect­ 
ed when these men are broug ht to trial in court. 
Every precaution should be exercised to elim­ 
inate all technicalities whereby disreputable 
forfces mig ht contrive to elude the fate which 
certainly should await each of these men. 


SOLITUDE 
Is the world becoming afraid of solitude in its 


mad rush for society and companionship? The 
supplements are rapidly g rowing in size. Public 
dance halls, which are more in number and 
larg er in size, are nig htly filled to capacity . The 
social columns of the newspaper bear witness to 
the g reat social activity . The theatre prospers. 
Everywhere one hears of parties, teas, dinners, 
balls and smokers. The social life of the church 
and school extends over the entire week. The 
public eating places with their many people, 
brig ht lig hts and music are attracting the na­ 
tion away from the family dining table. The so­ 
cial instinct in man is manifestly streng thening 
itself. 
Many will welcome the trend away from hu­ 
man solitude but not so Shopenhauer, the “di­ 
vine pessimist,” who wrote: 
“ A chief lesson of y outh should be to learn to 
enjoy solitude, a source of peace and happiness. 
In my y ears of y outh I was delig hted when the 
doorbell rang , for I thoug ht now it (the g reat 
romantic adventure) had come. But in later 
years my feeling on the same occasion had some­ 
thing rather akin to terror — I thoug ht, there 
it comes.” 
There have been others who have found soli­ 
tude preferable to society. Thoreau said: 
“I 
love to be alone. I never found the companion 
that was so companionable as solitude,” and Low­ 
ell compromised, “Solitude is as needful to the 
imag ination as society is wholesome for the 
character.” 
Many will ag ree with all three of these past 
masters in philosophy and literature that soli­ 
tude and society are both to be cultivated, that 
those who fear solitude have failed in life as 
utterly as those who have not enjoy ed the plea­ 
sure of human society. It is possible to overdo 
either, but there is little evidence 8 r dang er of 
the present g eneration over-cultivating solitude.

STURTS ON JOURHEY 


Washington, May 13 (Æ>) — The 
adm in istration ’s relief bill, greet­ 
ed in the senate by Republican 
denunciation of WPA and Dem­ 
ocratic defense, started its jour­ 
ney through the machinery of 
the chamber today . 
The appropriations committee 
gathered to take up the measure. 
It will hold hearings at which 
Harry L. Hopkins and others will 
testify about the handling of the 
$4,8 8 0,000,000 
appropriated 
for 
relief last y ear. 
(The new bill contains $1,425,- 
000,000 for WPA for n ext y ear. 
Deficiency appropriations in the 
bill for other purposes bring the 
total up to $2,364,229 ,712.) 
Controversy 
surged 
through 
the senate chamber y esterday on 
Republican proposals to put the 
adm inistration of relief into the 
hands of states, dismantling the 
present WPA sy stem. 
Heading the Republican as­ 
sault was Senator Vandenberg 
(R., Mich.). He asserted the ex­ 
isting setup could n ot be pro­ 
tected from “the conseq uences 
of political adm inistration, pros­ 
titution and duress.” 
Senator Robinson, the m ajor­ 
ity leader, rose q uickly . 
“Don’t get the idea in y our 
heads th a t by vesting responsi­ 
bility jn governors and county 
officials relief will be as spotless 
as the white robe of a virgin,” 
he shouted. “Governors have to 
be elected. It is absurd to say 
y ou can wash the linen pure and 
clean 
by 
abolishing 
federal 
agencies.” , 
Robinson declared “more poli­ 
tics” would result .from the shift 
of control to the states. 
The majority leader then was 
joined by Senator By rnes (D., S. 
C.) who said th at the Vanden­ 
berg proposal “would delay the 
functioning of this all im portan t 
agency at this time.” 
Another amendment, similar 
to Vandenberg’s, was offered by 
Senator Davis (£ ., Pa.), who said 
he wanted to “take politics out 
of relief.” Both amendments call 
for federal grants to states but 
the funds would be handled by 
local authorities with the aid of 
n on -partisan 
advisory 
boards. 
Vandenberg’s proposal would re­ 
q uire a 25 per cent contribution 
from states, while Davis’ provid­ 
ed for none. 
In his attack o n the present 
sy stem, Vandenberg said it “ in­ 
v o lv es degenerating federal dic­ 
tatio n,” suggests “ inequities as 
between states,” is ex po sed to 
“ po litical 
ex plo itatio n”

“ spells po o r business.”

Above is illustrated a sample 
report form which Indiana em­ 
ployers will file this m onth with 
their first contribution to the 
Indiana 
Unemployment 
Com-, 
pensation Fund. 
Forms 
are 
available at all state auto lieense 
branches. 
Reports 
and 
contributions, 
based on payrolls, are required 
from all employers who have 
employed eight or more persons 
in each of twenty weeks in eith­ 
er 1935 or 1936. 
The rate of 
contributions for employers dur­ 
ing the remainder of 1936 is 1.2 
per cent of wages paid. 
Reports due by May 20 will 
cover wages paid for employ­ 
m ent during the m onth of April. 
Employers are permitted, how­ 
ever, to report on a basis of 
wages payable on pay days in 
April and not 
necessarily on 
wages due for employment dur­ 
ing the full month. Wages to be 
included for the first pay day in 
April, however, are only those 
for services rendered on or after 
April 1, when the law became 
operative. 
The mythical John Doe Com­ 
pany, which files the above re­ 
port, paid a total of $12,826.50 in 
April for salaries, wages and 
commissions. 
This am ount is 
reported on Line 1 of the report. 
It has no agricultural employes 
or others whose services are ex­ 
empt from contributions. There­ 
fore Line 2 is blank, and the 
total of wages subject to con­ 
tribution, reported on Line 3, is 
$12,826.50. 
On Line 4 the company shows 


the am ount of its contribution, 
1.2 per cent of $12,826.50 or 
$153.92. 
Line 5 is reserved for 
showing contributions deducted 
from employees’ wages and paid 
to the 
Unemployment Com­ 
pensation Fund. 
However, no 
employee contributions are re­ 
quired in 1936. 
The sub-total 
shown on Line 6 therefore re­ 
mains the same as the figure on 
Line 4. Since the report is filed 
on May 18, prior to the final due 
date May 20, no interest is due. 
If the report were filed after 
May 20, interest at the rate of 1 
per cent per m onth would be 
added on Line 7. 
Total payment of contribu­ 
tions due with the return is 
therefore $153.92. 
On Lines 9 and 10, the em ­ 
ployer shows the division of his 
contribution between the Re­ 
serve Account and Pooled Ac­ 
count. 
Five-sixth of the con­ 
tribution goes to the employer’s 
individual 
Reserve 
Account, 
from which benefits will be pay­ 
able to his eligible employees 
who may become unemployed 
after April 1, 1938. 
The condi­ 
tion of this Reserve Account will 
also determine his rate of con­ 
tribution after March 31, 1939. 
One-sixth of the employer’s 
contribution is listed on Line 10 
for the general Pooled Account, 
which will consist of similar 
contributions of all employers 
under the law. 
From this ac­ 
count, benefits will be paid in 
case the Company’s Reserve Ac­ 
count becomes exhausted. 


The John Doe Company then 
shows the 
total contribution, 
$153.92, on Line 12. A certified 
blank, bank draft or money ori 
ner for this am ount is made 
payable to the Indiana Unem­ 
ployment Compensation Division 
and mailed to the division’s of­ 
fice a t Indianapolis. Payment 
may be made by cash if it is 
made a t the office. 
Schedule D, shown below, ap­ 
pears on the back of the report 
form, and gives a statistical rec­ 
ord of the Company’s employ­ 
m ent for the m onth.

GASOLINE STUDIED BY 


AUTOMOTIVE EXPERTS 


Detroit, Mich., May 13 (Æ5)— 
The highly explosive question of 
whether 
alcohol 
mixed 
with 
gasoline will be the solution of 
future American power problems 
was the subject of vigorous de­ 
bate before the Dearborn confer­ 
ence on agriculture, industry and 
science here today. 
Francis P. Garvan, president 
of 
the 
chemical 
foundation, 
which has sponsored the recent 
movement for alcohol-gasoline 
blends, was to argue the affirm­ 
ative side of the debate, with 
William R. Boyd, executive vice- 
president of the American Pe­ 
troleum Institute, defending the 
straight gasoline side. 
The discussion was expected to 
involve not only the practicality 


of blended gasoline but also the 
fundam ental problem of how 
long American oil supplies will 
last. 
Foyd F. Kishline, engineer of 
the Graham -Paige Motors cor­ 
poration, of Detroit, said that 
“eventually 
we 
must 
develop 
some m aterial to augment our 
petroleum supply to keep our 
internal - combustion - propelled 
transportation up to our nation­ 
al requirement.” 
“If use of such a m aterial in­ 
directly provides benefits to our 
agricultural industry, so much 
the better,” he added. 
An incomplete concensus of 
chemists, engineers, and indus­ 
trialists attending the conference 
indicated that the power alcohol 
question had passed out of the 
realm of argum ent over its prac­ 
ticality and into the more vital 
field of argum ent on whether al­ 
cohol can be produced economi­ 
cally in such large amounts as to 
justify its use with gasoline as a 
motor fuel. 
The possibility of better health 
and a lower accidental death 
rate for automobile drivers re­ 
sulting from use of alcohol-gas­ 
oline blends was offered by Law­ 
rence A. Clousing of Northwest­ 
ern university. Such blends, he 
declared, reduce proportion of 
dreaded carbon monoxide in ex­ 
haust gases from engines.
